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DETAILED ACTION

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Group I, claims 1-17 and 36-39, drawn to a wrapped product 

Group II, claims 18-30, drawn to a film;
